President Hoover confessed to be- 
ing handicapped in speaking today 
of the Great Emancipator. Every- 
thing, he observed, has already been 
said of Lincoln. 

“Nothing we may do can add to 

his stature in history,” he observed. 
“All that words can convey have 
long since been uttered by his grate- 
ful countrymen, 
“A nation in its whole left time 
flowers with but a few whose names 
remain on the. roll of the world in 
after generations. Lincoln after all 
these years still grows, not only in 
the hearts of his countrymen but in 
the hearts of the peoples of the 
world.” 

The president’s rededication of 
the Lincoln tomb was the conclud- 
ing act of his four day tour of the 
middle west. He reached Spring- 
field early this morning, and spent 
the hours that preceded his spech 
in fraternizing and conferring with 
Illinois republicans, now here at- 
tending the session of the general 
assembly, his host today was Gover- 
nor L. L. Emmerson, with whom he 
lunched at the executive mansion 
after attending a joint session of 
the general assembly. 

Following the speech, the presi- 
dent turned eastward for the return 
trip to Washington, where he will 
arrive late tomorrow. 


TEXT OF ADDRESS 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, June 17 
—(INS)—“The people of Illinois 
have taken just pride in the re- 
storation and beautification of the 
tomb of their gfeatest -citizen— 
Abraham Lincoln, the sixteenth 
President of the United States. This 
memorial was erected and dedicat- 
ed fifty-seven years ago. Another 
great citizen of Illinois—the eight- 
eenth President of the United 
States, Ulysses S. Grant—made the 
address on that occasion. It is 
proper that a President of the 
United States should take part in 
its rededication at this time. 

Shrine to Americans 

“This, the Tomb of Lincoln, is a 
shrine to all Americans. The stone 
and marble of all our great nae 
tional shrines are more than physi- 
cal reminders of the mighty past = 
our county. They are symbols of 
things of the spirit. Through the 
men and deeds they commemorate 
they renew our national ideals and 
our aspirations.

“As we scan our history even 
since his day, who can doubt Lin- 
coln’s own words that our national 
heritage is ‘worth the keeping,’ and 
it was Lincoln who stated and re- 
stated in impressive terms that its 
keeping rests upon obedience and 
enforcement of law. There can be 
no man in our country who, either 
by his position or his influence 
stands above the law. That the re- 
public can not admit and still live, 
for ours is a government of laws 
and a society of ordered liberty 
safegaurded only by law. 

“The eternal principles of: truth, 
justice and right, never more clear- 
ly stated than by Lincoln, remain 
the solvent for the problems and 
perplexities of every age and of our 
day. It is to those who, like Lin- 
coln, have made these principles 
serve the needs of mankind that the 
world pays its homage. At his shrine 
we light the torch of’ our rededica- 
tion to the service and ideals of 
the nation: which he loved and 
served with the last full measure 
of devotion.”

Bridge-Auction. and 
Contract 


By the Authority 
MILTON C. WORK 




















PLACING THE CARDS 

At Auction Bridge the only bid- 
ding of the above hand would be: 
South one No Trump, East two 
Spades. 

The hand was played in a Dupli- 
cate Contract tournament and all 
the Souths bid one No Trump, and 
the Easts four Spades. The South 
bid was border-line, but it had to 
be that or a pass; East’s nine sure 
tricks plus three Jacks justified his 
trying for game. 

While the players agreed on the 
bidding, there was considerable 
variation in the play. At every 
table South led the King of Clubs; 
but after winning the first trick 
some Souths shifted, leading either 
a Heart or a Diamond. When this 
occurred, the second trick was won 
by East’s Jack, the trumps drawn, 
a Club led and Declarer’s losses 
limited to two or three tricks. But 
when South led the Ace of Clubs to 
trick 2 and then led a trump, some 
Declarers had difficulty in making 
their contracts. 

In one or two cases, after ex- 
hausting the trumps, East led one 
of his red Jacks, hoping that South 
swould hold up his King, and that 
dummy could win with the Queen 
and cash the Queen of Clubs; but 
South won and returned the suit, 
so East subsequently was obliged to 
lose to the other red and 
failed to go game. 

It was evident to East, in view of 
South’s No Trump bid, that South 
held the two red Kings, and East’s 
Four-Spade bid told South that 
East had the two red Aces as well 
as the high Spades. How should 
the hand have been played? 

The Correct Play 

Supposing South to lead two 
Clubs and then a trump, Declarer 


should draw the trumps and then 
lead one of his red Aces, following 
that with the Jack of that suit. In 
that case South would not dare to 
pass the second trick because, if he 
did, West would win, cash the 
Queen of Clubs, and Declarer would 
make five-odd; but when South 
wins with that King, he cannot 
make another trick. If he leads a 
Club, East gets a discard on West’s 
Queen; if he leads the untouched 
red suit, it will be up to closed 
hand’s tenace; if he again leads the 
red suit that has been led,

Cream 1-2 cup butter with 1 cup 
sugar, add the juice and _ grated 
rind of 1-2 lemon and 1 tablespoon 
milk. Sift 2 scant cups flour with 
1-2 teaspoon soda and add to the 
first mixture alternately, with 2 
well-beaten eggs. Use enough more 
flour to handle dough lightly, but 


cookies are best if made quite soft. 
Roll out into a square or oblong 
sheet, cut into strips with a sharp 
Lnife and bake in a moderate oven, 
or use a round cutter as usual, but 
the other method is quicker and 
more economical. 


Cherry Pie 

Use fresh cherries if possible, 
wash and pit them and let stand 
1-2 hour or longer in cool place to 
drain the juice. Line a good-sized 
pie plate with flaky crust, take 1 
heaping teaspoon flour and 1 or 
2 tablespoons sugar, using own 
judgment as to the amount of 
sugar, whether cherries are sweet 
or sour. Mix flour and sugar with 
the fingers in the bottom of lined 
pie plate. Put in cherries drained 


| well of juice. Take another table- 


spoon flour and put over them, 
more if cherries are very juicy. Put 
about 1 cup sugar on and mix with 
the fingers lightly so as not to 
mash cherries. Dot with butter 
and put on top crust, wetting low- 
er crust well so it will stick. Bake 
in a slow oven. Use the cherry juice 
for pink lemonade or sauce.

“The reason savages do not die of cancer is that they do not 
live long enough.” 

This scintilating gem of wisdom was offered for the en- 
lightenment of the learned members of the American Medical 
Association at their national meeting at Philadelphia by Dr. 
Morris Fishbein, who, in case you may have forgotten, is the 
editor of the Journal of the American Medical Association. 

Like the matter contained in so many of the ponderous vol- 
umeg inflicted upon the country by the invaluable Dr. Fish- 
bein, there seems to be something wrong with the statement. 

Many have nm. heard to envy the silent savage for his 
chance to live a simple, natural life. Perhaps some have been 
| Jed to suppose that our savage brethern escape many of the ills 
. common to more civilized folks because of the natural life the 

savage peoples live. 
| But now we are solemnly informed that savages miss the 
| fate of civilized cancer sufferers because they do not live long 
| enqugh to contract the dread disease. / /YIN DW}! 
| It would be decidedly interesting to Dr. Fishbein to investi- 
| gate the records of the thousands who have visited the Baker 
| hospital at Muscatine, suffering from cancer. It might even 
| astound him to learn that a very great percentage of those 
| Who come there are not elderly people but are young men and 
| women, stricken early in lite with malignant cancer. 
| The savages also miss other things by dying young. Of 
| course, if they lived long enough to get cancer, they would 
' also live long enough to endure the painful—often fatal— 


radium and X-ray burns which would be their lot if they ‘ap- 
plied to “regular” physicians for treatment of cancer. 

Or, perhaps, they miss the doubtful blessing of being 
stretched out on an operating table to be cut by those who will 
not investigate and learn that new days are bringing new and 
successful methods of cancer treatment. 

The most surprising part of the statement made by Dr. 
Fishbein, of course, is that savages do die young. It seems a 
most unlikely statement, at the very least, Someway, the 
impression persists that many savages live to a great old age 
and that the general run of mound builders and former deni- 
zens of these United States were not cut off in their early 
youth, if the remains discovered in- Indian and mound-build- 
ers’ burial places may be taken as a criterion. 


Immortalizing Harding 

It was a difficult task which faced President Hoover and 
Mr. Coolidge yesterday at Marion, Ohio. They were there to 
dedicate the memorial tomb a loving community had erected 
to the memory of Warren G, Harding. 

Since it was announced that the nation’s chief executive 
would speak at the dedicatory exercises, the press of the coun- 
try, especially that part of the press not in sympathy with the 
president, has sneeringly asked, “What can he say?” 

Yesterday Mr. Hoover demonstrated that there was much 
that could be said about the former president, whose myster- 
ious death preceded the worst scandal in high places this 
country has ever seen. 

‘The president pictured a Warren Harding who was gentle 
and kind, a man “of delicate sense of honor, of sympathetic 
heart, of transcendent gentleness‘of soul—who reached out 
for friendship, who gave of it loyally and generously in his 
every thought and deed.” 

He pictured a man betrayed by friends, who “had - be- 


trayed not alone the friendship and trust of their staunch and 
loyal friend but they had betrayed their country.” 

Ex-President Coolidge spoke in much the same vein, 

It must have been a dramatic situation, ably met. It is 
easy to picture the thoughts of many of those former neigh- 
bors of Warren Harding, their fear as to what the president 
would say, 

A lesser man might have made himself ridiculous. Presi- 
dent Hoover measured up to the gigantic task. He needed 
fearlessness to say some of the things he said but he was fear- 
less. Few would havé had the courage, at that time and place, 
to say the following: 

“There are disloyalties and there are crimes which shock 
our sensibilities, which may bring suffering upon those who 
are touched by their immediate results, but there is no dis- 
loyalty and no crime in all the category of human weaknesses 
which compares with the failure of probity in the conduct of 
public trust. : / 

“Monetary loss or even the shock to moral sensibilities is per- 
haps a passing thing, but the breaking down of the faith of a 
people in the honesty of their government and in the integrity 
on their institutions, lowering of respect for the standards of 
honor whicn prevail, in high places, are crimes for which 
punishment can never atone.” 


Slow Drivers 


The rapidly increasing number of automobile accidents 
which occur over each week end naturally inspires consider- 
able thought as to basic causes. The cause of individual ac- 
cidents is not so important as the mental attitude of drivers 
generally toward conduct on the road. 

It goes without saying that fast driving is responsible for 
a large number of accidents but it is noteworthy that fast 
driving, in itself, is not the real reason for most accidents

where speeding is blamed.~ Usually it is fast driving at the 
wrong time and place+that resuits in damage to property and 
destruction of life and limb. 

Too few Sunday drivers realize the trouble they cause by . 
driving slowly: A surprisingly large number of motorists feel~ 
that to drive slowly contributes to the'general safety. This is 
certainly not the case, especially on crowded highways. 

Any Sunday, on any busy highway, you will find long lines 
of cars being held up by a smug and contented driver at the 
head of the procession who is ambling along at fifteen or 
twenty miles an hour. - ~~ é 

Usually it is impossible to get. around the line of cars be- 
cause of the traffic on the other side of the road. Many peo- 
ple have some place to go when they are on the highways, 
even on Sundays, and bitterly resent the useless delay caused 
by a thoughtless once-a-week driver, who does not permit 
traffic to proceed. When patience is exhausted and the des- 
perate resolve comes to leave the slow line, accidents often 
result. 

While unduly fast driving on crowded highways is to be 
discouraged, it is equally true that too slow driving should be 
just as firmly dealt with. Some states are experimenting with 
minimum speeds on trunk line highways. The wisdom of 
these laws is still to be detnonstrated. 

Certainly, anyone using the public highways should have 
some regard for others who have equal rights, and traffic 
should be kept moving. ;

It takes courage and will-power 
to try simple measures with pati- 
ence. The fears of sickness must be 
removed and a cheerful mental at- 
titude attained to receive the most 
benefit from any kind of treatment. 
It requires faith to stick to the sim- 
ple natural ways and wait for real 
results. 

It is true that there are many 
kinds of pills and medicines which 
will relieve in a short time many 
conditions, but, they do not clean 
out the body, they do not get at the 
real cause. And where there is any 
real help from any of these pills and 
drugs, itis immediately offset by the 
wrong kind of eating, 

It is true that there are other 
things which are important if one 
is to regain or retain health. Plen- 
ty of rest. Plenty-of clean fresh 
air, and a certain amount of exer- 
cise are needed also. Yet we must 
not lose sight of the fact that our 
tissues are fed by the materials 
which we eat. It is also a fact that 
we eat most anything we want, any- 
time we want it. 

Many of these. things which-are 
eaten might not be so harmful if 
eaten alone, but like many sub- 
stances when combined, they pro- 
duce changes which are not agree- 
able when confined within the body, 

The retention of such material 
is harmful to the body in that the 
tissues are filled with useless, in- 
stead of benefiicial, elements. There 
is only one way to regain health and 
that is by “drainage.” This must 
be accomplished by a compensatory 
procedure of the whole system. That 
is, the body must compensate by 
going through a system of elimina- 
tion or drainage to make up for 
the mistakes which the person has 
mede as regards living. 

The accumulation is usually slow.

NATIONAL AIR 
RACE SCHEDULE 


Change Made Because 
Of Unusual Amount 
Of Interest 


BY G. EVERETT DOYING 
(INS Staff Correspondent) 

CLEVELAN D—An unusual 
amount of interest exhibited over 
the program of events for the 1931 
National Air Races to be held in 
Cleveland August 29 to September 
7, has caused the management of 
the air festival to revise and en- 
ae the original schedule of con- 
ests. 

Three new events have been 
added to the program under the 
revised schedule; nearly $4,000 
added to the prize money and re- 
adjustments made in about 20 
other races. 

Originally, there had been 
scheduled eleven special straight 
away speed events over a one- 
mile course, entries to be based 
on cubic inch displacement of the 
competing ships. After a survey 
of new models and motors recent- 
ly placed on the market, the man- 
agement added two new events 
in this class. 

More Prizes Offered 

The first of these will be open 
to any type of plane powered with 
an engine of not more than 115 
cubic inch displacement. Prize 
money has been put up for the 
race. Cabin and open type ships 
of the same piston displacement 
requirement which carry A. T. C. or 
group two licenses will compete in 
the other event on this part of the 
program. A total of $600 is be- 


ine offered. 

Speed records set up during 
each of these 18 contests will be 
listed as records for*the National 
Air Races and will be up for com- 
petition in future races. 

Restrictions placed on entry re- 
quirements for the air transport 
speed and efficiency race brought 
about the third addition to the 
original schedule. Under the re- 
vised plan, one race will be held 
for multi-motored transports and 
an additional event has been add- 
ed for single-motored transpo 
ships. Prizes totaling $2,000 are 
offered in the multi-motored class 
while winners of the other di- 
vision will split $1,500. 

Five Mile Course 

Sixteen of the scheduled 30- 
mile races will be flown over 
instead of a 10- 
mile couwse originally announced. 
The shorter laps also will be used 
in competition in five of the 50- 
mile closed course events. 

Ten-mile laps are to be used 
only in the Thompson trophy 100- 
mile $10,000 race and the Cleve- 
land Pneumatic Aerol trophy 50- 
mile $7,500 race for women. 

An increase in the number of 
“dead stick” landing contests © to 
two daily, one for men and one 
for women pilots, is shown in the 
revised schedule. Prize money in 
this division was doubled, bring- 
ing it to $4,000 or equal to $400 
daily.

But Adams—a midget in stature 
—has been a giant on the field in 
plugging up the gap, a sparkling 
fielder and a-timely hitter. His 
work has been outstanding in keep- 
ing the Street clan on top, despite 
the fact that at no time this year 
have the Cards been able to have 
their eight regulars on the field at 
any one time. 

Chick Hafey, Frankie Frisch and 
Jim Bottomley have been out of 
the lineup at various stages of the 
race, but despite the defection of 
these high-powered players, the 
Cards have managed to show the 
way to the other clubs. 

Adams is not gifted with that 
desirable flair called color, but he 
is a dependable, steady and con- 
sistent man in the field, with the 
cold records marking his worth in 
figures which show no favoritism. 
He is, according to the records, 
the leading third sacker of the 


year. 
Led In Fielding 

Sparky came to St. Louis from 
the Pirates last season with no 
great’ reputation as a‘hitter. He 
played second, third and short for 
the Bucs in 1929 and finished up 
the season with a weak .260 bat- 
ting mark But last season his aver- 
age perked up to the satisfying fig- 
ure of .314 in 137 | games for the 
Cards while he led’the third base- 
men in the league for fielding. 

His batting has kept pace this 
season, but his most outstanding 
improvement has been in the field. 

When he was taken over by the 
Cards, he was not rated any shucks 
as.a third basemen, his ability be- 
ing defined more as a second base- 
man or a shortstop than at the out- 
er bag. But Sparky is playing the 
third base post as though to the 
manner born, with skill and grace 
which leave little to be desired. He 
is all hustle, covers plenty of 
ground to the North, South, East 
and West—and there are few surer 
nabbers of pop balls or high fouls 
than this hustling midget.

SAILORS MAKE 
THIRD FASTEST 
TIME FOR RACE 


Cornell, Huskies and 
Bears Second, Third 
And Fourth

POUGHKEEPSIE —(INS) —For 
the water take a sailor every time, 

While the “experts” foundered on 
a rain-pelted Hudson last evening, 
a despised and half-forgotten Navy 
crew came slugging out of the dark 
to win the 34th annual interschol- 
astic rowing regatta in the third 
fastest time in the long history of 
this famous four-mile course. 

With close to 50,000 thoroughly 
drenched and thoroughly amazed 
spectators looking on, Old Dick 
Glendon’s surprising Midshipmen. 
took the lead from a pace-setting 
Washington crew at the three-mile 
mark and went on to stand off a 
fast Cornell crew in the final drive. 

The sailors’ time, 18 minutes, 
54 1-5 seconds, has been bettered 
only by California’s world’s record 
in 1928 and one of Pop Courtney’s 
fabled Cornell crews in 1901, which 
isn’t bad for a boat which scarce- 
ly had been accorded a chance in 
the pre-race dope.. 

A favorite and highly-touted Cor- 
nell eight, finished second behind 
the Middies.
